HAS BUSY MEETING S. Andrews, Gieichen ON WATER 


(Held over from last week.) 

The Council meeting last week 
started early and ran until late in 
the evening, with a long agenda, a 
series of deputations, and the 
swearing in of Councillor Keith A. 
Baldwin. 

Mr. Ian MacKenzie was present 
at the meeting to ask the Council 
the possibilities of obtaining a suit- 
able site for location of a building 
for‘an armouries should it be 
possible to procure one. He was 
assured by the council that they 
would provide a suitable site, as a 
gift to the Depatrment of National 
Defence, but took the actual loca- 
tion under advisement. 

Mr. MacKenzie also appeared on 
behalf of the Canadian Legion, ask- 
ing what methods the Town would 
recommend for greater co-operation. 
Two or three suggestions were offer 
ed. 

A committee of citizens, com- 
prising S. H. Crowther, D. Brooks, 
Cpl. Mott, B. Donovan and C. H. 
Wills appeared with regard to ac- 
tion being taken by the Council 
over the fire situation. The whole 
matter was talked over fairly 
thoroughly. One member of the 
delegation asked concerning the 


posting of a reward, and the Town) ¢ 
agreed to post $100 for information 


which would lead to the conviction 
of the person or persons responhs- 


ible for lighting either of these, 
fires at the school or the Club! 
Cafe. It was suggested by another | 
member of the deputation that 


several businessmen might be will 
ing to add to the reward. 

Mr. Garrett was asked to cheex 
on the return of title for five par 
cels of land which are still in the 
hands of Mr. Petrie, who was en- 
gaged a year and a half ago to 
clean up this matter. 

Only one ratepayer turned up at 
the meeting to inquire about the 
water and sewer question, so 
Council gathered that everyone was 
either happy over the matter, or 
not interested. (Friday's poll seems 
to have proved they were happy.) 

A by-law authorizing grants to 
benevolent associations, amounting 
to $115.00 was passed. 

Arrangements were made for a 
complete review of the parking by- 
laws at the next meeting, and it is 
hoped that something concrete, in 
the way of improvement of parking 
practises, will emerge from this 
meeting. 

Application for permission to 
build a pump shelter was approved. 
This is over the pump at the laun- 
dry. 

it was agreed that the pump at the 
Town Hall be closed at ten p.m,, | 
since it was felt this was late 
enough to disturb anyone for 
water, 


It was pointed out also, that the} 


water is a convenience for which 
there is no charge. 

Several suggestions were made 
relative to the fire alarm system, 
When the siren was brought up for 
discussion. It was pointed out that 
it was unlikely new parts could be 
obtained. for the siren, and it was 
suggested that one might be made, 
Another suggestion was for a series 
of local alarms, all operated on one 
switch, This matter was also refer- 
red to the next meeting, when it 
is hoped to have the fire chief 
present.

NEW INDUSTRIES FOR ALBERTA 


Alberta may at last be coming in for 
a share in the industrial world, — It is 
at least heartening to see that within 
the past month, two important new in- 
dustries have started in Alberta. One 
is the new independent salt plant at Elk 
Point, and the other is the new Stand- 
ard Brands Limited yeast plant located 
in Calgary. 

Both these plants will be important 
to Alberta people, and represent only a 
fraction of the potential development, 
inherent in Alberta, In connection 
with the salt plant, officials point out 
that nowhere else in Canada are the fac- 
tors so favorable for the production of 
salt as they are in this site 140 miles 
northeast of Edmonton. And Stan- 
dard Brands officials state that prob- 
ably ‘nowhere in the world are the 
sources of production so close at hand 

‘or yeast making « _molasses from Ray- 
iond, power, gas, and especially good, 
cold water.” 

In light of these facts, it seems a 
shame that the Saskatchewan govern- 
ment seems inclined to close down one 
of Alberta’s industries which has

to the potteries at Medicine Hat which 
has seen its clay supply cut down by 
prohibitive taxes. The potteries has

The above lines are from ** Pull To- 
eether Canada,’? and very capably 
point the rcason for the troubles abroad 
today, not only in Canada, but through- 
out the world. 

For we have come to accept democracy 
as our birthright, not as a_ privilege 
whieh was hard fought for, and which 
aust contirve to be fought for. We have 
come to accept democracy as a system 
under which we can spend all our time 
feathering our nest, and leave the other 
chap to look after publie and private 
rights. 

That this falls far short of democracy 
is evident from tht recent plight of our 
world, our country, our town. Democe- 
racy requires the activ e support of each 
and every citizen living under it, to- 
wards the good of the larger number. 

As the “Pull Together’? people say. 
its essence is not the wide sharing of 
privileges, but the wide sharing of re- 
sponsibility.

An Editorial in The Peterborougn Examiner 


“In world affairs we are a 


nation economically, and a middle | 
power politically, but virtually a 
nonentity culturally." This state- 
ment is a quotation from an _  ad- 
dress given by the director of the 
Canada Foundation, Walter B. Her- 
bert. 

Is it true? Are we, as Mr. Her- 
bert says, “less highly developed | 
than the Zulus” in our appreciation | 
of the arts? is Canada “probably | 
the most backward nation in the 
world in the matter of making ade 
quate use of cultural resources” 
We think that these severe remarks 
are substantially true. Certainly 
Canada does less for her artists 
and makes less use of them in her 
national ilfe, than any country ot 
which we know. 


Why is this so? Mr. Herbert has 
some interesting opinions on that 
subject. It is not, he says, because 
the average Canadian is a money- 
grubber; his humanitarian activi- 
ties show that. And it is not be- 
|} cause we are. still living under 
pioneer influences, fer the piouecrs 
did all they could to bring beauty 
into their lives 

No, the answer appears to be 


that Canada is culturally backward 
because Caandians, as a_ people, 
from mental constipation; 
they are too indolent, intellectual- 
ly, to be interested in the arts

| Athens is gratefully remembered 
as a rich cradle of art and learn- 
ing, and all anybody knows about 
|the Spartans wa sthat they fought 
ferociously, for not a fragment of 
| Spartan culture remains to us, The 
fame of Britain, France and Aust- 
ria depends very heavily upon their 
supremacy in the arts; single cit- 
ies such as Venice and Florence 
possess undying fame because they 
were great centres of art. 

It is time that Canadians woke up 
to the fact that, in this important 
field, our country is of far less 
value to the world than little Fin- 
land, which at least has had the 
wit to give Silebius a pension so 
that he might make Finland dear 
to the world with his music. 

There are artists and writers 
and musicians in Canada—most of 
them timid fellows. unsure of their 
place in the national life. Surely it 
is time that we gave them a chance 
to show the rest of the world what 
they can do. 

The world knows our wheat and 


our food, and our agricultural im- 
plements, and it admires them 
greatly, but it still thinks that 


Canadians are a lot of hicks. Isn't 
it time that we show them a thing 
or two? Calgary H®rald.

Canada’s supply of U.S. dollars will no longer stretch far 
enough to permit all the purchases of goods and services 
or all the travel! in the United States that has taken place 
in the past. lt is, therefore, necessary to reduce our 
expenditures of U.S. dollars in many different ways. As 
one of these steps, the Government has decided that the 
use of U.S. dollars for pleasure travel spending must be 
reduced. To ensure this reduction in a way that is fair to 
all, an annual “travel ration” has been established. As 
in the past — a Form H permit is required by anyone 
taking out of Canada more than $10 U.S. or more than 
a total of $25 in Canadian and foreign currencies.

TRAVEL RATIONING = 


Pleasure Travel 


Regulations now provide that the maximum amount of U.S. dollars 
which any Canadian resident may obtain for pleasure travel pur- 
poses is $150 per year. In the case of children of eleven years and 
under, the amount is $100. There is no restriction on the number of 
trips as long as this annual allotment is not exceeded. Any U.S. 
dollars obtained for one trip and not used on that trip must be 
brought back to Canada and exchanged for Canadian dollars at 
a bank immediately on return. No credit for these funds can be 
allowed against the annual ration for subsequent trips. 


Personal Purchases of U.S. Goods 


A Canadian tourist should remember that the new restrictions apply- 
ing to imports from the United States govern his personal purchases 
there. He may not bring back any merchandise which has now been 
Ly prohibited or which may now only be imported on a quota basis.

Concrete that you can cut with a) 
saw, and that will hold nails and 
screws, is described by E B. Mar- 
tin, Extension Agricultural Engin-| 
eer for the Alberta Deparement of | 
Agriculture in his new leaflet, ‘“Ce-| 
ment-Sawdust Concrete." 


Ordinary concrete floors in poul-| 
try houses, piggeries, and barns 
are cold, hard, and often damp. Ce- 
ment sawdust concrete is warmer, 
softer and dryer. It’s weight is ab- 
out one third o fordinary concrete, 
and its high shock absorbing pro- 
perites make it very desirable for 
floors of animal shelters. It is fire 


resistant and withstands tempera- 
tures up to 250 degrees Fahren-- 
heit. 


Cement sawdust concrete is a 
mixture of portland cement, saw- 
dust and water, with a portion of 
sand often added to increase re- 
sistance to wear. ts uses and how 
to make it are described in detail 
in the leaflet, “Cement-Sawdust 
Concrete’ now available from the 
Extension Service of the Alberta 
Department, of Agriculture, Edmon- 
ton. 


WILL YOUR SEED GROW- 

Knowing that good seed will be 
searce by spring, Alberta farmers 
are makking sure of their supplies 
now. In this rush for seed there is 
one point that should not be over- 
looked— the germination test. 

J. E. Birdsall, Supervisor of Crop 
Improvement for the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture says that 
the germination test, always ad- 
visable, is more important than 
ever this year.

Mr. Birdsall points out that 
there is a fee of 75e charged by the 
Plant Products Division, but that 
only tests carried out by this Divi- 
sion are recognized for the sale of 
seed on grade. Other tests are quite 
satisfactory for determining germ- 
inating ability of a sample to be 
used by the grower. 


MORE MILK PER COW— 

You have probably heard about 
the Cow Testing Policy conducted 
by the Dairy Branch of the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, but 
have you considered what it could 
mean to you? 

In Alberta there are about 354,- 
000 cows kept for milking. Their 
average production last year was 
1,687 pounds of milk per cow. If 
you compare this with the &6 herds 
recorded under the Cow Testing 
Policy, you will have some idea of 
the difference. The cows under test | 


averaged 8,653 pounds of milk as | [ 
against the. general average of | ee 
4,687 for the province. Not only | 


that, but the tested cows averaged | 


333 pounds of butter fat, while the | 


general average was 169 pounds. | 
This Cow Testing Policy is not | 


for the big herd owner only. If you! 


have three milking females in a 
year, you too can take advantage 
of this service. Cow testing— the 
keeping of milk records— is the 
safest and surest basis for intelli- 
gent breeding and selection. If you 
couple this with proper feeding 
you get an improvement in produc- 
tion that may mean the difference 
between the general average and 
the top producer. 

Fall particulars about Alberta’s 
cow testing policy can be obtained 
from your District Agriculturist or 
from the Dairy Branch of the AI- 
berta Department of Agriculture. 


WINTER CARE OF 
FARM MACHINERY— 

If machine storage space is lim- 
ited, at least try to shelter those 
implements with wooden parts, and 
keep rubber tires and belts under 
cover, suggests E. B. Martin, Ex- 
tension Agricultural Engineer for 
the Alberta Department of Agric- 
ulture. 

Provide shelter for rubber tired 
machinery if possible, and at the 
same time set up the machine on 
blocks to take the weight off the 
rubber mounted wheels. Where 
storage space is not available for 
the whole implement, remove the 
wheels and put them under cover. 
If wheels cannot be removed with- 
out a great deal of trouble, it pays 
to cover the tires with canvas or 
tar paper. All belts and rubber 
parts should be removed and plac- 
ed under dry cover. 

The seed drill box should be 
cleaned out thoroughly before stor- 
ing for winter, The feed cups and 
drive mechanism rust and get out 
of shape if exposed to moisture. If 
the drill is to be kept outside wrap 
the box with tar paper or canvas. 
Fertilizer attachments must also be 
thoroughly cleaned. When commer- 
cial fertilizer becomes wet the wa- 
ter joins with chemicals in the fer- 
tilizer to form acid. The acid eats 
away at the metal parts and before 
long they are ruined. 

Shearing and cutting edges, such 
as those on plow shares, mould- 
boards, cultivator shovels and disc 
blades. should be well cleaned and 
a coating of grease applied. If you 
run your single disc or one-way up 
on planks, the dise blades will be 
kept out of the ground, and rust 
and corrosion of the edges pre- 
vented.

VALUE OF MANURE— 


At the Lethbridge Experimental 
Station the application of manure 
to a dry land rotation has not paid 
for itself over a number of years. 
On irrigated land, where sugar 
beets, alfalfa and cereals are rotat- 


ed, the manure has been worth in| 


excess of $5 a ton. 

One ton of average, moist 
ure contains 10 pounds of nitrogen, 
h pounds of phosphorus and 10 
pounds of potash. This amount of 
plant food in the form of commer- 


cial fertilizer can be bought for 
less than $2.. 
Manure is an unbalanced fertili- 


zer. There is too little phosphorus | 


for the amount of nitrogen in 
light of the requirements of
